Gentlemen, 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1913  I  pointed  out 
that  the  population  of  the  Whitehaven  Rural  District  had 
increased  from  12,953  at  the  Census  of  1901  to  14,147  in  1911, 
an  increase  of  1,194  in  the  decennium,  and  that  all  the  birth 
and  death-rates  for  the  years  with  which  comparison  is  made 
in  the  Tables  accompanying  my  reports  had  been  re-calculated 
in  the  light  of  the  information  thus  obtained,  and  a  reasonable 
addition  made  to  the  estimated  population.  In  the  present 
Report  for  the  year  1914,  I  have  again  made  an  addition  of 
100  to  the  estimated  population,  which  seems  to  be  within  the 
mark  seeing  that  the  conditions  in  which  the  previously  ascer¬ 
tained  increase  had  occurred  still  obtain,  as  does  the  natural 
increase  as  represented  by  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths. 
This  gives  a  population  estimated  for  the  middle  of  the  year 
1914  of  14,450,  on  which  the  birth  and  death-rates  are  cal¬ 
culated  for  comparison  with  the  rates  for  previous  years. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  and  belonging  to  the 
District  during  the  year  was  three  hundred  and  sixty-one, 
which  is  equivalent  to  a  birth-rate  of  24.98  per  thousand  of 
estimated  population  per  annum.  This  is  2.97  below  the 
average  of  27.95  for  the  preceding  ten  years.  One  hundred 
and  eighty-two  of  the  children  born  during  the  year  were 
boys,  and  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  girls.  Nineteen  of 
the  children  born  during  the  year  were  illegitimate,  of  whom 
ten  were  boys  and  nine  girls. 

The  Birth-rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  for 
the  year  was  23.8. 

The  number  of  Deaths  actually  registered  in  the  District 
during  the  year,  from  all  causes  and  at  all  ages,  was  one 
hundred  and  sixty-seven,  giving  a  death-rate  of  11.56  per 
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thousand  of  population  per  annum.  Five  ot  tiiese  deaths, 
however,  though  registered  as  occurring  in  the  District,  were 
those  of  “  non-residents,”  that  is  persons  who  were  only 
temporarily  resident  in  the  Rural  District  at  the  time  of  their 
death  and  who  had  a  fixed  or  usual  residence  in  another 
district  in  England  or  Wales.  These  deaths  have  been  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  districts  to  which  they  belonged  and  will  be 
reckoned  amongst  the  deaths  belonging  to  those  districts. 
Seventeen  deaths,  on  the  other  hand,  which  occurred  and 
were  registered  in  other  districts,  were  those  of  persons  whose 
usual  place  of  residence  was  in  the  Whitehaven  Rural  District, 
and  these  must  be  added  to  the  deaths  actually  registered  in 
the  District.  The  total  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  and 
belonging  to  the  District  during  the  year  was  therefore  one 
hundred  and  seventy-nine,  giving  a  death-rate  of  12.39  Per 
thousand  of  population  per  annum,  which  is  1.15  below  the 
average  of  13.54  for  the  ten  preceding  years. 

The  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population  in  this, 
as  in  many  rural  districts,  is  such  as  to  give  a  slightly  over¬ 
estimated  death-rate  as  compared  with  that  of  England  and 
Wales,  owing  to  the  constant  emigration  from  such  districts 
of  a  considerable  number  of  young  men,  amongst  whom  the 
death-rate  is  naturally  low,  leaving  a  disproportionate  num¬ 
ber  of  children  and  elderly  people  amongst  whom  it  is  high. 
The  factor  for  correction  based  on  the  Census  returns  for  1911, 
for  the  Whitehaven  Rural  District,  is  .9963,  which  makes  the 
“  corrected  ”  death-rate  for  the  year  12.34  Per  thousand  of 
population  per  annum. 

The  death-rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  for 
the  year  was  14  per  thousand. 

There  were  forty-one  deaths  during  the  year  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age,  giving  an  infantile  death-rate  of  2.84 
per  thousand  of  population  per  annum,  or  0.39  below  the 
average  of  3.23  for  the  ten  preceding  years.  The  number  of 
births  registered  during  the  year  being,  as  already  stated,  three 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  the  infant  death-rate  per  thousand 
births  was  113.57,  which  is  2.53  below  the  average  of  116.1 
for  the  ten  preceding  years. 
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The  number  of  legitimate  births  during  the  year  was 
three  hundred  and  forty-two,  and  the  deaths  of  legitimate 
infants  numbered  thirty-eight,  giving  a  death-rate  of  m.ii 
per  thousand  births. 

Nineteen  illegitimate  infants  were  born  and  three  died, 
being  at  the  rate  of  157.89  per  thousand  births. 

In  addition  to  the  forty-one  infant  deaths  there  were 
registered  sixteen  deaths  of  children  between  one  and  five 
years  of  age,  making  a  total  of  fifty-seven  deaths  of  children 
under  five  years  of  age,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  death-rate 
of  3.94  per  thousand  of  population,  and  is  0.69  below  the 
average  of  4.63  for  the  ten  preceding  years. 

Of  persons  over  sixty-five  years  of  age  there  were  fifty- 
four  deaths,  giving  a  senile  death-rate  of  3.74  per  thousand  of 
population,  which  is  0.43  below  the  average  of  4.17  for  the 
previous  ten  years. 

From  the  eight  principal  zymotic  diseases  enumerated  in 
Table  VI.,  twelve  deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  giving  a 
zymotic  death-rate  of  0.83  per  thousand  of  population  per 
annum,  or  0.22  below  the  average  of  1.05  for  the  ten  preceding 
years.  Six  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  Whooping  Cough,  six 
to  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis,  and  all  the  twelve  deaths  occurred 
in  children  under  five  years  of  age. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  general  death-rate,  the  infant 
death-rate,  whether  reckoned  per  thousand  of  population  or 
per  thousand  births,  the  juvenile  and  the  zymotic  death-rates 
are  all  below  the  average  of  previous  years. 

What  is  unsatisfactory  is  the  continued  decline  in  the 
birth-rate,  which  has  been  going  on  for  so  many  years. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  disease  during  the  past 
year  has  been  considerably  below  the  average  of  preceding 
years.  Forty-eight  cases  in  all  were  notified  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  “  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,”  com¬ 
pared  with  an  average  of  ninety-two  for  the  twenty-foui 
previous  years  during  which  the  Act  has  been  in  force.  There 
were  twenty-nine  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  four  of  Diphtheria, 
thirteen  of  Erysipelas  and  two  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum, 
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the  last-mentioned  having  been  added  to  the  list  of  diseases 
which  are  compulsorily  notifiable  by  an  Order  which  came 
into  force  on  ist  April,  1914.  Table  XI.  shows  the  number 
of  cases  of  each  of  these  diseases  at  different  age  periods,  and 
the  number  of  cases  removed  to  the  Infectious  Disease  Hos¬ 
pital  at  Galemire.  The  parishes  in  which  the  cases  occurred 
are  shown  in  Table  XII.  Table  XIV.  gives  the  number  of 
cases  of  the  different  notifiable  diseases  that  occurred  in  each 
month  of  the  year  1914,  whilst  Table  XIII.  shows  the  number 
of  cases  of  each  disease  notified  during  each  year  since  the 
Notification  Act  came  into  operation. 

During  the  year  1914,  as  in  previous  years,  the  largest 
number  of  cases  notified  were  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  The 
disease  occurred  in  six  different  parishes,  but  nowhere  assumed 
epidemic  pre\alence.  Of  the  eleven  cases  in  the  parish  of 
Distington  seven  occurred  at  Pica,  two  in  the  village  of  Dis- 
tington,  and  two  at  an  outlying  farm. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  in  the  entire 
District  during  the  year  was  twenty-nine,  the  average  number 
per  year  for  the  twenty-four  years  during  which  notification 
has  been  compulsory  being  seventy-four.  In  six  instances  two 
patients  were  attacked  simultaneously  in  the  same  household. 
Twenty  of  the  patients  were  removed  to  Galemire  Hospital, 
the  remaining  nine  were  adequately  isolated  at  their  own 
homes. 

Four  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year. 
The  patients  were  not  removed  to  hospital  as  they  could  be 
adequately  isolated  at  home.  The  usual  precautions  were 
taken,  and  no  extension  of  the  disease  occurred.  None  of  the 
cases  could  be  traced  to  any  local  insanitary  condition. 

Thirteen  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified  in  the  District 
during  the  year. 

The  two  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  under  the 
care  of  a  medical  practitioner,  and  precautions  were  taken  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  infection  to  other  persons. 

No  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  was  notified  during  the  year. 

The  administration  of  the  Midwives’  Act  is  in  the  hands 
of  the  County  Council,  who  also,  by  resolution  dated  6th  March, 
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1914*  adopted  the  “  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,”  for  the 
County.  The  resolution  came  into  force  on  1st  July,  1914. 

In  previous  Annual  Reports  I  have  described  the  pro¬ 
cedure  adopted  in  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  in 
the  District.  As  soon  as  possible  the  place  is  visited  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  or  myself  to  ascertain  the  sanitary  con¬ 
dition  of  the  house  and  neighbourhood,  whether  the  patient 
can  be  adequately  isolated  at  home  with  due  regard  to  the 
public  health,  or  requires  to  be  removed  to  hospital,  to  make 
enquiries  as  to  any  mild  cases  that  may  have  been  overlooked 
and  to  see  that  all  possible  precautions  are  taken  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  disease.  Printed  instructions  as  to  the  pre¬ 
cautions  necessary  are  supplied,  and  disinfectants  are  provided 
gratuitously  to  those  unable  to  procure  them  for  themselves, 
with  directions  as  to  their  use.  Where  removal  to  hospital 
seems  to  be  necessary  it  is  effected  at  once,  and  we  have 
seldom  any  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  patients 
or  of  the  parents  in  the  case  of  children,  the  advantages  of 
hospital  isolation  of  infectious  disease  being  now  generally 
recognised  in  the  District.  In  this  connection  I  have  to 
acknowledge  the  cordial  assistance  which  continues  to  be 
given  to  me  by  the  medical  practitioners  throughout  the 
District,  who,  whenever  possible,  intimate  to  me  at  the  same 
time  as  they  notify  the  cases  whether  or  not  removal  is 
desirable.  In  this  way  I  am  enabled  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  immediate  removal  of  the  patient  to  hospital  with  a 
promptitude  which  would  be  impossible  otherwise.  In  a  wide 
Rural  District  considerable  delay  and  consequent  danger  of 
spreading  infection  must  inevitably  result  in  those  cases  in 
which  early  removal  to  hospital  is  the  most  necessary,  were 
it  not  for  this  intimation,  which  is  entirely  voluntary  on  the 
part  of  the  notifying  practitioner.  It  is  often,  also,  important 
in  the  interest  of  the  patient,  as  well  as  desirable  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  public  health,  that  removal  should  be 
effected  as  soon  as  possible,  for  a  patient  is  frequently  in  a 
much  better  condition  for  removal  when  first  the  nature  of 
his  illness  is  recognised  than  he  would  be  at  a  later  period. 
When  patients  are  taken  to  hospital  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
sees  to  the  disinfection  of  the  rooms  they  have  occupied,  and 
of  all  bedding,  clothing  and  other  articles  likely  to  retain 
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infection.  When  they  are  treated  at  their  own  homes,  visits 
are  paid  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  required  to  see  that  the 
prescribed  precautions  are  being  carried  out,  for  it  is  found 
that  the  restrictions  cheerfully  accepted  at  first  are  apt  to 
become  irksome  during  a  protracted  illness,  and  precautions 
rigorously  carried  out  for  a  time  are  apt  to  be  neglected  in 
the  later  stages  of  convalescence,  whilst  still  as  necessary  as 
at  first.  It  is  this  relaxation  of  care  in  the  convalescent  stage 
that  forms  one  of  the  strongest  reasons  for  removal  to  hos¬ 
pital  of  all  cases  in  which  it  seems  likely  that  the  long  isolation 
and  attention  to  the  prescribed  forms  of  precaution  will  prove 
too  much  for  the  endurance  of  people  unaccustomed  to  such 
restrictions  and  not  sufficiently  alive  to  their  importance.  For 
this  reason  I  advise  removal  in  all  cases  in  which  it  seems 
doubtful  whether  or  not  it  will  be  possible  to  secure  adequate, 
isolation  and  due  regard  to  precautions  throughout  the  whole 
course  of  the  illness.  On  the  termination  of  cases  treated  at 
home  the  disinfection  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
in  the  same  way  as  after  removal  to  hospital. 

At  the  end  of'  the  year  there  were  in  Galemire  Hospital 
eight  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  No  case  of  infectious  disease  was 
under  treatment  elsewhere  in  the  District. 

In  previous  Reports,  notably  in  my  Annual  Reports  for 
1909 — 10,  I  referred  to  the  absence  of  hospital  provision  for 
cases  of  Smallpox.  In  my  Report  for  the  last-mentioned  year, 
after  pointing  out  the  special  characteristics  of  Smallpox  which 
render  necessary  such  provision  apart  from  that  for  other 
infectious  diseases,  and  that,  owing  to  the  facility  with  which 
certificates  of  exemption  from  vaccination  can  now  be  obtained, 
a  constantly  increasing  proportion  of  the  population  remains 
unprotected  and  therefore  liable  to  the  disease  in  its  most 
severe  forms,  I  said  that  “  no  district  can  be  considered  to 
be  adequately  provided  with  hospital  accommodation  that  has 
not,  either  for  its  own  requirements  or  in  conjunction  with 
neighbouring  districts,  such  a  separate  hospital  for  Smallpox.” 
During  the  past  year  the  matter  has  been  carefully  considered 
by  a  Committee  of  representatives  of  the  Rural  District  Council, 
the  Urban  District  Councils  of  Arlecdon  and  Frizington,  Cleator 
Moor,  Egremont  and  Harrington,  and  the  Town  Council  of  the 
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Borough  of  Whitehaven.  A  suitable  site  has  been  secured,  and 
I  hope  that  at  an  early  date  this  very  necessary  provision  for 
dealing  with  a  terrible  disease  will  be  an  accomplished  fact. 

Twenty-five  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
1912,”  of  which  twenty-one  were  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  and  four  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis — the  numbers 
during  the  previous  year  being  thirty-two  Pulmonary  ana 
nine  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  The  printed  instructions 
of  the  precautions  necessary  for  the  avoidance-  of  infection, 
mentioned  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  are  sent  to  all  notified 
cases.  The  place  is  visited  to  see  that  no  insanitary  condition 
exists  which  might  favour  the  spread  of  the  disease,  care  being 
taken  to  comply  with  the  Regulations  which  forbid  any  action 
being  taken  that  would  entail  any  restriction,  prohibition  or 
disability  affecting  the  patient  or  his  employment. 

In  February,  a  considerable  number  of  cases  of  Mumps 
and  Measles  occurred  amongst  children  at  St.  Bees,  and  on 
the  27th  of  that  month  the  St.  Bees  Council  School  was  volun¬ 
tarily  closed,  on  my  recommendation,  until  the  30th  March 
there  being  56  children  absent  out  of  166  on  the  books,  and 
every  reason  to  anticipate  an  extension  of  the  outbreak.  At 
the  end  of  March  there  were  still  so  many  cases  of  Measles 
that  it  was  decided,  in  consultation  with  the  School  Medical 
Officer  for  the  County,  not  to  re-open  the  school  until  the 
10th  April. 

With  this  exception,  there  has  been  no  epidemic  of  non- 
notifiable  disease  during  the  year  on  account  of  which  I  have 
considered  it  necessary  to  recommend  the  closure  of  any  of 
the  elementary  schools. 

In  my  last  Annual  Report  I  stated  that  all  the  villages 
and  populous  places  in  our  District  are  now  supplied  with 
water  from  piped  services,  and  showed  in  tabular  form  the 
different  villages  and  hamlets,  the  parishes  in  which  these  are 
situated,  the  source  of  supply  and  by  whom  the  supply  is 
undertaken  in  each  case.  For  convenience  of  reference  I 
have  reproduced  this  information  in  Table  XIX.  appended 
to  this  report.  During  the  past  year  thirty-seven  new' 
connections  have  been  made  in  the  parishes  in  the  Southern 
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District  for  obtaining  a  supply  for  domestic  purposes  from  the 
Council’s  mains,  viz.  :  in  Gosforth  io,  Ponsonby  2,  St.  Bridget, 
Beckermet  7,  St.  John,  Beckermet  8,  and  Lowside  Quarter  10. 
In  addition  to  these,  six  houses,  two  in  the  parish  of  Distington, 
two  in  Moresby  and  two  in  Ennerdale  and  Kinniside,  have  been 
supplied  from  private  sources  by  the  owners. 

On  the  3rd  March,  1914,  an  Inquiry  was  held  by  W.  M. 
Cross,  Esq.,  M.  Inst.  C.E.,  the  Inspector  appointed  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  regarding  the  proposed  schemes  of 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  Beckermet  and  Low  Mill. 
The  scheme  proposed  for  the  village  of  Beckermet  was  generally 
approved  by  the  Board,  who  required  only  certain  alterations 
in  detail  to  be  made.  The  Board  did  not  give  their  approval 
to  the  scheme  proposed  for  the  hamlet  of  Low  Mill,  and  asked 
the  Rural  District  Council  to  further  consider  the  matter.  The 
natural  difficulties  in  providing  an  entirely  satisfactory  scheme 
for  this  place  are  considerable,  owing  to  the  houses  being 
situated  in  such  close  proximity  to  the  river  Ehen  and  at  a 
level  so  little  above  that  of  the  river  itself,  whilst  the  number 
of  houses  to  be  served  by  the  system  is  too  small  to  allow  of 
any  very  large  expenditure  in  carrying  the  outlet  to  a  great 
distance. 

Other  places  I  have  mentioned  in  previous  reports  as 
requiring  proper  drainage  and  sewerage  systems  to  replace  the 
existing  inadequate  arrangements  which  had  perforce  to  be 
put  up  with  when  the  water  supply  was  deficient,  but  which 
are  quite  unsuitable  in  the  altered  circumstances  brought  about 
by  an  abundant  water  supply,  still  await  attention.  Amongst 
these  are  Calder  Bridge,  Pica,  Moresby  Parks,  Winder  Brow 
and  Winder  Gill.  All  of  these  ought  to  be  undertaken  as  soon 
as  possible,  not  necessarily  all  at  once,  but  in  turn,  with  as 
little  delay  as  possible. 

In  the  accompanying  Table  XVIII.,  showing  the  number 
and  character  of  defects  found  to  exist  in  regard  to  houses 
inspected  during  the  year  1914,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c.,  Act,  1909,  it  will  be  observed 
that  in  the  parishes  of  Distington  and  Moresby  there  are  a 
large  number  of  defects  in  water  supply  and  a  corresponding 
number  of  cases  of  defects  in  regard  to  closet  accommodation. 
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These  are  at  Pica  in  the  parish  of  Distington,  and  Moresby 
Parks  in  the  Parish  of  Moresby.  In  both  cases  the  water  supply 
available  is  ample,  but  is  only  laid  on  to  stand  pipes.  The 
existing  method  of  disposal  of  excreta  is  by  pail  privies.  These 
should  be  replaced  by  water-closets,  a  proper  system  of  sewer¬ 
age  should  be  provided,  and  the  water  laid  on  to  each  house. 

The  number  of  Registered  Cowkeepers  in  the  Rural  District 
supplying  milk  direct  to  the  public  is  the  same  as  in  the  previous 
year,  hfty-nine,  three  having  given  up  the  business  and  three 
others  having  been  registered  during  the  year.  The  cowsheds 
have  been  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself 
during  the  year  and  found  to  be  in  a  generally  clean  and  satis¬ 
factory  sanitary  condition.  Two  owners  have  been  served  with 
notice  during  the  year  to  improve  the  lighting,  ventilation, 
pavement  and  drainage  of  byres,  but  the  work  has  not  yet 
been  carried  out,  owing  to  causes  which  were,  I  believe,  un¬ 
avoidable.  They  will,  of  course,  be  kept  under  observation 
and  further  steps  taken,  if  necessary,  to  have  the  improve¬ 
ments  effected  as  soon  as  possible.  There  are  no  registered 
dairies  or  milk  shops  in  the  District  apart  from  the  places 
where  the  dairy  cattle  are  kept. 

There  is  no  public  slaughter-house  in  the  District.  The 
private  slaughter-houses  have  been  inspected  by  the  Sanitaiy 
Inspector  and  myself  during  the  year,  but  our  inspections  were 
not  specially  made  at  the  time  of  killing.  No  case  of  unsound 
or  diseased  meat  being  exposed  or  prepared  for  sale  has  come 
under  our  notice  during  the  year. 

There  is  no  registered  common  lodging-house  in  the  Rural 
District. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself  have  made  during  the 
year  the  usual  systematic  inspections  of  the  different  parts  of 
the  District,  in  addition  to  the  special  inspections  required  by 
the  occurrence  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  or  other  causes. 
Forty-five  written  notices  have  been  served  during  the  year 
requiring  the  abatement  of  nuisances  or  the  remedying  of 
insanitary  conditions  discovered  during  these  inspections.  A 
large  number  of  verbal  notices  were  also  given  to  the  persons 
responsible  at  the  time  of  the  inspection.  Nearly  all  the 
notices  given  had  been  complied  with  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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The  inspections  under  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c., 
Act,  1909,  have  been  proceeded  with  as  in  previous  years,  a 
certain  area  being  taken  and  a  house  to  house  inspection  made 
in  that  area.  Only  in  exceptional  cases  where,  in  the  course 
of  our  systematic  inspections,  we  have  found  the  existence  of 
nuisances  or  insanitary  conditions  associated  with  structural 
defects,  which  could  best  be  dealt  with  under  that  Act,  have 
we  selected  individual  houses  here  and  there  for  report  under 
the  Act.  The  records  of  the  inspections  are  submitted  to  the 
Committee  appointed  for  the  purpose,  who  report  their  pro¬ 
ceedings  to  the  Council  at  their  ordinary  meetings. 

Portions  of  nine  different  parishes  were  selected  for  in¬ 
spection  under  the  Act  during  the  year  1914.  Two  hundred 
and  ninety-five  houses  were  inspected  and  notices  to  remedy 
one  or  more  defects  were  served  in  regard  to  two  hundred  and 
forty-four  of  these  houses.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  twenty- 
nine  of  th.*  se  notices  had  been  fully  complied  with,  and  in  two 
hundred  and  fifteen  cases  the  notice  had  not  been  fully  com¬ 
plied  with.  From  Table  XVI.  it  will  be  seen  that  the  great 
majority  of  notices  not  complied  with  refer  to  houses  in  the 
parishes  of  Distington  and  Moresby.  These  are,  in  fact,  the 
cases  already  referred  to,  as  shown  in  Table  XVIII  ,  under 
the  heading  of  defective  water  supply  and  closet  accommoda¬ 
tion  in  respect  of  the  houses  at  Pica  in  the  parish  of  Distington, 
and  Moresby  Parks  in  the  parish  of  Moresby.  These  notices 
cannot  therefore  be  fully  complied  with  until  a  proper  system 
of  sewerage  is  provided  for  these  places. 

No  Closing  Orders  were  made  during  the  year.  In  regard 
to  three  houses  representations  were  made  to  the  Rural  District 
Council  with  a  view  to  the  making  of  Closing  Orders.  The 
defects  had  previously  been  reported  and  notice  had  been 
served  on  the  owner  to  remedy  these  defects,  consisting  chiefly 
of  dampness,  want  of  ventilation  and  want  of  proper  drainage. 
The  notice  not  having  been  complied  with,  representations 
were  made  that  they  were  unfit  for  human  habitation.  In  two 
of  the  cases  the  defects  were  then  remedied  and  the  houses 
made  fit  for  human  habitation.  The  third  house  has  ceased 
to  be  occupied. 


Table  XVI.  shows  the  number  of  houses  inspected  during 
the  year  1914,  the  parishes  in  which  they  are  situated,  the 
number  of  houses  in  regard  to  which  notices  were  served,  and 
the  number  of  such  notices  which  had  been  fully  complied 
with  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  number  and  character  of 
the  defects  found  to  exist  are  shown  in  Table  XVIII. 

Table  XVII.  gives  the  total  number  of  houses  inspected 
in  the  different  parishes  since  the  Act  came  into  force,  the 
number  of  notices  served,  and  the  result  up  to  the  end  of  1914. 

Under  the  “  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901,”  forty 
workshops  are  registered,  compared  with  forty-two  in  the 
previous  year,  one  joiner’s,  one  confectioner’s,  and  one  flour¬ 
mixing  workshop  having  been  discontinued,  and  one  plumber’s 
added  to  the  register  during  the  year.  In  these  workshops 
one  hundred  and  six  persons  are  employed,  of  whom  eighty- 
five  are  males  and  twenty-one  females.  The  number  of  regis¬ 
tered  workshops  in  which  the  different  trades  are  carried  on, 
and  the  number  of  male  and  female  employees  engaged  in 
each  trade,  are  shown  in  Table  XV.  One  notice  has  been 
received  during  the  year  from  H.M.  Inspector,  of  a  matter 
remediable  under  the  Public  Health  Act  but  not  under  the 
Factory  Act.  This  consisted  in  a  defective  drain  in  connection 
with  a  workshop  and  has  been  remedied  by  the  laying  of  new 
drains.  The  different  workshops  have  been  visited  during  the 
year  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself,  and  have  been 
found  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  clean,  adequately  ventilated 
and  affording  the  full  amount  of  air-space  required  by  the 
Act  according  to  the  number  of  persons  employed.  No  in¬ 
fectious  disease  has  occurred  in  connection  with  any  workshop. 
There  are  no  “  outworkers  ”  in  the  District  of  the  classes 
requiring  that  the  owner  or  occupier  of  the  factory  or  work¬ 
shop  should  send  to  the  Council  a  list  of  their  names  and 
addresses.
